with the Pope, and, following this meeting, he proceeded to Caux, Switzerland where 
he attended a world anti -Communist meeting, at y/hich he was the only representative 
of a country behind the Iron Curbain* At this meeting, government o:’fi?*sI$ and 
military leaders from 25 nations were in attendance in a private capacity* Me 
week was devoted to a closed conference on military affairs, following which there 
was a ten-day jrer.'.val meeting. The theme of the .military conference was the 
Bolshevik idt,^ versos the Caux idea which later stressed the necessity for 
preparing aati-Communist f;rces in a moral as well as a military sense. Dr. Szabo 
stutec taut one pers -n attending this meeting was Colonel .oneider, J.3.A.F., who 
knows General Parkas well. 

Z . Dr. Szabo further staled that General Walter Bedell o-nith knows of this 
anti -Bolshevik movement and of General Parkas' activities therein. According to 
Dr. Szabo/it is tiu earnest desire of General Far.:as that he and two or three 
members of* his sta ; 'f should come to the J.S, on a confidential basis and confer 
with the highest U.S. military authorities concerning plans for the purpose of 
organizing refugee military personnel and coordinating them with U.S. military forces 
in order that they might then return to Europe and put plans into execution. Dr. 

Sz&bo further staled that General Farkas had been elected — and he stressed the vord 
"elected" — head of .all refugee military forces in Europe, he stated that secret 
correspondence with persons behind the Iron Curtain gives evidence that the vast 
majority of the population hope something will come of the Korean war to make the 
J.S. "jump on the USSR," ard that if it does , they will rise against their 
Communist masters. In consequence of this feeling, General Farkas feels that thi? 
is the psychological moment for the pro pa rat: ion he has in mind. The present address 
of General Farkas is 13b Arnstorf Gobi os s , Kreis Eggenfelden, Ndby, Bavaria.
